How much that QBallty is bMed in the worW 
today I Not only in the world in general, but on this campus in 
pdrticular. Few students realize the enormous amount of work 
which goes on in the University each week — clubs, fraternities, 
sororities, organizations and undertakings of every deacription. 
The successful management of these activities demands not only 
capable officers, but dependable subordinates, willinlg to take re- 
sponsibility and to carry out duties without hesitation or urging.

Where does it lead? Is the “willing horse” to work himself 
to death merely for his own satisfaction, or are there other re- 
wards?

The students honored by others, those who are 
elevated to the higher positions, have served their apprenticeships 
aa humble helpers, aiding In forwarding the particular work to be 
done “with a willing heart and cheerful,” learning the details of 
management in that quiet, thoroughgoing way which is the hall- 
mark of dependability. 

Few instances can be cited where a man waa raised to power 
because of a single brilliant action without having aerved his pro- 
bationary period as a subordinate.

I^ng and loud -has The Hatchqt chanted ita advocation of 
reasonable treatment of the students in the University in the 
matter of cuts from classes. The result last year was the deter- 
mination of an equitable number of voluntaiy absences from 
classes. Jn the 1930 catalogue, therefore, may be found on page 
86 the statement that occasional absences, not to exceed in num- 
ber the semeeter hours of credit for the semester, will be auto- 
matically excused. Satisfaction was the predominant note dis- 
tinguished in all quarters. 

Further perusal of the section on attendance on page 86 dis- 
closes the following sentenoe: " , while students on the honor 

roll are left upon their own responsibility.” That this is meant 
to convey the definite fact that students on the honor roll 
permitted unlimited cuts, provided all required work is completed, 
should be clear. The actions of certain^rofessors refusing to 
admit them facts as printed in the University catalogue, induce 
us to inquire whether the students in this University must resort 
to concerted action in order to secure the rights due and granted 
them by George Washington University.

(Conllnscd fr<m fogt 1) 
flrmatlva John M. MacCorptlok, flery 
nationalist of Glasgow University, 
painted tbe preee n tda'y university 
man as a superstltton-rldden creature 
whose chief delights are football and 
parties. The type of men and women 
the universities are producing are In- 
capable of leading humanity forward, 
bs asserted. He deplored the preval- 
ence of the university professor who 
retails^ stole lectnrse, and, equally, the 
acceptance of these leotures by the 
student without question. “Education 
should make one question all things,” 
he said. "The liberal arte college pro- 
duces polite and passlvs oitlsens, and 
the vocational school supplies them 
with a means of livelihood which will 
kpep them quiet for tbe rest of their 
Itvss,'' be complained. 

The final sp^er tor Oeorge Wash- 
ington, Hearst R. Duncan, made 
ardent defense of democracy In educa- 
tion. "Tbe republic Is sate so long 
as grass does not grow on the path 
that leads from the farmhouse to the 
university,” he declared. Most of tbe 
great creative minds have sprang 
from the raossea, he pointed out, as- 
serting that It Is therefore the duty 
of the university to attract the messes 
and to ceiggt therefrom those who 
should be.lpulned to become leaders 
of thought. ' 

Tbe real functions of the university, 
Duncan said, are to adjust the stu- 
dent to the environment In which he 
Is accomplished
